Several military posts from the Missouri river 
to the Pacific Ocean. We cannot say that it 
impresses the reader with either the profundit 
or hterary ability of the author, while hi 
velf-assurance and perhaps pardonable ego- 
tism may be said to be very manifest. Refer- 
ring to the selection of a site fora new Post, 
in. lieu of Halleck, he says: 

When in Denver the Quartermaster showed 
me the plans of the military post on 
the Big Laramie plain; also plot of reserva- 
vidn and wood lot.
